i. m4 direction of the Acting Secretary of War 
the following is published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

By Section VII. of Circular No. 13, 1891, Headquarters of 
the Army, officers were reminced that their discretion in 
bringing cases to trial was not affected by the establish- 
ment of the summary court, but remained as it was under 
the garrison court system ; and that it is within their power 
to dispose of delinquincies, not meriting trial, with ad- 
monitions or the withholding of privileges and indul- 


gences, 

The increasing number of trials by summary court and 
the trivial character of many of the offances tried indicate 
that commanding officers frequently fail to make use of 
this power. They are therefore reminded that it is their 
duty to use all reasonable means to prevent the occurrence 
of delinquencies rather than to punish them. In the dis- 
charge of this duty they may not only deprive unworthy 
soldiers of privile but take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to enforce their orders. It is believed that the proper 
use of this power will make it unnecessary to bring fore 
the summary court many of the trifling delinquencies 
which are now made the subject of trial; indeed, that such 
trifling deliaquencies will in great meusure be prevented. 
Department commanders will see that their subordinate 
commanding officers fulfill their duties in this regard. 


ll. By direction of the Secretary of War, para- 
graph 1070 of the Regulations, as amended by Gen- 
eral Orders, No. 15, of 1892, from this office, is further 
amended to read as follows: 

1070. Bunks, benches, chairs, tables, and other articles of 
furniture provided for soldiers’ barracks, will not be re- 
moved therefrom without the order of the post commander, 
nor will they be removed trom a post or station except by 
order of the Quartermaster-Genera!. Box-lockers being 
considered part of a soldier’s equipment in garrison, should 
be transported in all changes of station, but will not be 
taken into the field. Those in use at recruiting depots will 
not be removed therefrom. Box-lockersand fleld-desks will 
hereafter be accounted for by company commanders on 
quarterly returns of clothing and equipage; at recruiting 
depots, by the post quartermasters, iu the same manner.

Ina the week previous 
two 10-inoh sub-calibre shells were fired at a distance 
of 2,200 yards, 15 degrees elevation, the second shot 
disappeared in the hole made by the first shot, and 
was subsequently recovered. The deviation of both 
shots was 7 6-10 yards left. The penetration of 10- 
inch projectile at 600 ya. was 47 feet of beach sand, 
faced with sod, and 1 inch thickness of pine 
boards. The sbell when recovered was in almosta 
perfect condition. An 8 inch projectile penetration 
was 45 feet, besides above-mentioned thickness of 
wood. The velocity of projectile was measured at 
this target and found to be 778 feet per sec. All 
these experiments were made by British officers.

THE NEW BLOUSE AGAIN, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


HAVING worn the present biouse almost constantly 
since 1877 (the summer months for four years ex- 
cepted), | have formed very definite ideas as ®& its 
meritsand defects. In consequence [ find myself 
ready to thank the authorities fora “ change,” and, 
as far asthe pattern is concerned, for the change 


proposed. 

But there does seem to be reasonable objection to 
some details. For example: The braid across the 
front adds to the expense and diminishes the utility 
of the garment. it will be hard to keep it clean and 
looking neat. During drills on hot days when there 
is more or less dust, the braid will get moist and dust 
will settle in it and become fixed beyond the reach 
of brusb, wisp or sponge. Besides it will fray. If the 
wearer is caught in a single rain, the blouse will be 
badly drawn. Certainly the period during which 
one can be decently worn on ordinary garrison duty 
will be comparatively very short. Without the 
ee in front, of course none would be put on the 
sleeves. 

Why not let staff officers have this undeniabl 
handsome and dressy garment (I have seen it 
worn), if they want it, and give the line the blouse 
worn two years ago by the tactical officers at West 
Point during the summer months? This has already 
been used for some years and met with very general 
favor. It is the same blouse minus the braid across 
the front and on the sleeves and the shoulder straps. 
Authorize the shoulder straps for certain occasions, 
if it is desired, but generally denote the rank by in- 
signia worp on the collar, where it is proposed to 
put the number or corps device at present. The 
same device that is now used on the shoulder strap 
would answer admirably. 

This would give a neat, modest, serviceable 
blouse. One that would be a very great improve- 
ment on the one now in useand not more expensive; 
would look well until it was worn out; would not 

ow threadbare at the seams or be o by the 

elt until it was unsightly; 1t would show no gross 
roll over the belt when the sword is worn as the one 
we now have does, and an officer could go to drill 
feeling that he would not be obliged to order a new 
blouse immediately for social occasions. 

The sboulder strap is often or generally discarded 
in the field. Certainly for good reasons. Why not 
discard it for ordinary garrison duty? Rank could 
be sufficiently indicated by the means suggested. 
An officer whose military bearing, and prompt, 
careful military habits do not indicate his position 
and inspire respect, can hardly hope to elevate him- 
self by shoulder straps. 

These modifications of a handsome garment well 
suited for many purposes, are submitted not as the 
result of the brilliant lucubrations of one, but as the 
opinion of almost all the thoughtful officers of the 
line with whom the matter has been discussed by 
the writer for the past eight or ten years.

ANNAPOLIS, Oct. 20, 1892. 


Tux officers of the Navy who have been so vigor- 
ously pushing the question of haying sailors per- 
form the work at present done by the marines 
on board ship say that they have scored a very im- 
portant point in their favor during the recent 
trouble in La Guayra. It seems that when the 
United States Consulate was threatened, Admiral 
Walker sent about half of the marine guard of his 
flagship ashore one afternoon to remain over night 
and prevent damage being done by the Venezu 
troops, who had arrived in the town in great num- 
bers, and who, owing to numerous defeats, Ev 
and no rations, were in a disorganized and reckless 
state. 

Tbere was no aitack made on the Consulate, how- 
ever, 80 several of the guard, in spite of its being 
war times, neglected their duty and betrayed their 
trust to the extent of breaking open astoreroom 
adjoining the Consulate and helping themselves to 
liquor which was stored there. Some of them, not 
content with this, tried to leave the consulate and 
enter the neighboring saloons. Those men are at 

resent held for punishment, which will probably 

& general court-martial. 

When the mail steamship Philadelphia arrived 
the following day, instead of sending a guard of 
marines on as has been the usual custom, 
the admiral ordered a detail of sailors to be 
sent over to protect the vessel during her stay in 
port.

The plans for the battle ships now 
under construction were thought to afford insuffi- 
cient protection to the machinery which actuate 
the turret, and the determination to include ar- 
mored ammunition tubes in the plans now prepar- 
ing is a correction of this weakness in the Americat 
ship of war. By a return to this feature there 18 8180 
afforded greater protection to the ammunition iD 
its transit from the magazine, or store room, to the 





turret above,

ARMY REPORTS. 


We reserve the interesting report of Gen. Flag- 
ler, Chief of Ordnance, for another week. 

Gen. B. DuBarry, Commiesary General, in his an- 
nual report just made public renews his recommen- 
dations of last year concerning ‘“‘the enlistment of 
cooks and bakers for the Army. Of cooks, there 
should be one to each company, troop, or battery, 
and of bakers one for each garrisoned post.” 

The number of commissary sergeants in service at 
the commencement of the fiscal year was lil. Dur- 
ing the year 10 new appointments were made; 2 
died, 3 were discharged, and 7 were retired. The 
number in service at the close of the year was 109. 

The total expenditures for subsistence of the 
Army during the year was $2,812,223. 

Gen. Wm. Smith, Paymaster-General, in his an- 
nual report, deprecates the falling off in soldiers’ 
deposits. They are less than in any other year since 
1877; the number of depositors less than in any 
other year sinee 1878. During the last five years the 
deposits haye averaged $45,000 less annually than 
during the five age immediately preceding. It 
would be instructive to learn what changes in the 
recent administration of the Army have lead to this 
result. 

The ex venditures on accountof Pay of Army were 
nearly $300,000 less than during the preceding year. 

The appropriations were expended witbout loss, 
save in the case of the robbery from Major Sniffen. 

The mileage appropriation for the current fiscal 
vear will probably be exhausted as early as March 
J, 1893. To rettle accounts based on travel performed 
after that date there will be no funds until Congress 
provides them. It is recommended that authority 
be obtained to scttle mileage accounts on the single 
basis of distance traveled. 

The accompanying itemized analysis of mileage 
expenditures during tbe past year will show the 
character of the duty upon which these disburse- 
meuts were based :

defined by orders, $6.599 41; World’s Fair Commis- 
sion, $500.58. Total, $205,076.02. 

Gen. Smith urgently recommends that the Pay 
Department be not further reduced, and as some 
compensation for the reduction that has already 

n wade he asks that the number of paymasters’ 
clerks be increased to 40, Reducing the number of 
paymasters, he says, is likely to result in a discon- 
tinuance of offices at some of the isolated points at 
which paymasters have heretofore been held—Den- 
ver, Cincinnati and Detroit are instances. The num- 
ber of posts at which the troops are paid monthly 
has not materiall changed. Generally at the 
arsenals and armories, which are not in the circuits 
made by paymasters in pay tours, the payecets 
have for a year past been effected by remitting in- 
dividual checks covering amounts due each soldier. 
In some cases officers have represented that this 
method of paying puts the soldiers to an expense, a 
charge being made by the banks for cashing such 
checks. Such charges can be avoided by actual 
money remittances, and this course is authorized by 
a recent act of Congress. 

Quartermaster-General R N. Batchelder, in bis 
aonual report, states that $1 321,259 was expended 
oo account of clothing and equipage supplies du- 
ring the year. 

_ Toe matter of improving the foot wear for en- 
listed men has been receiving attention, and the 
conclusion has finally been reached that a calfskin 
upper (skins to weigh from 55 to 60 pounds to the 
dozen) would be the best adapted tothe Military 
Service, instead of the heavy wax uppers, in regard 
to which so much complaint has been made. New 
aod improved lasts of different widths were decided 
upon, and about 100 pairs made upon these new 
lasts, and issued for trial to the troops at Ft. Leav- 
enworth, Kas., Ft. McHenry, Md, and at Washing- 
ton Bks., D.C. Reports upon the general character 
of these shoes have been received, and they are de- 
clared to be the best ever issued to the Army. These 
improved shoes will be manufactured and subplied 
to the Army as early as practicable. 

The Quartermaster’s Department during the past 
fiscal year furnished transpurtation for 442,488 men; 
3 383 animals, and 92,244 tons of material,at a cost of 
$2,352,249.78. 

The ambulance adopted in 1881 having proven too 
beavy, a new one of improved pattern and of 
lighter draft bas been devised and approved by the 
Medical Department, and a number of these are now 
being built. 

Of the $725,000, appropriated for barracks and 

uarters, $302,298.05 was expended for the construc- 
tion, and the remainder tor repairs, alteration, and 
for rent, ete. 

Adding amounts available from other sources, an 
aggregate of $831,653.34, was available during the 
fiscal year. Of thissum the following apportion- 
went was made: Forts Sheridan, $179.375 91; Thomas, 
$80,334 58; Madison Barrac«s, $80,300; Forts Wayne, 
378,000; Lea ven wortb, $56,474; Logan. $53.492.05; Wil- 
l+ts Point, $43,950; Fort MoPherson, $37,994 50; Colum- 
bus Barracks, $21,545 29; Forts Riley, $20;910; Rob- 
inson, $10,068,60; Sam Houston, $9,000; Niobrara, 
$1,657.21: Myer, $1,464.50; Yellowstone, $354.76; War- 
ren, $236.38; Brady, $26,580.68; Blrss, $23,098.92. Bal- 
ance on hand June 30, 1892, $90,820.96. 

A number of the buildings authorized at the posts 
above named, have already been completed, and 
others are in course of erection or contracted for. 
An account is given of the work at the several 
posts.

The work of locating the lines of the Army of 
the Potomac andthe Army of Northern Virginia 
at the battle of Antietam has progressed under the 
supervision of Col. J. C. Sterns, of Vermont, and 
Gen. Henry Heth of Virginia. The positions of 
the forty-three commands of the Regular Army 
participating in or present during that battie have 
been temporarily marked with wooden markers, to 
be replaced by stone tablets as soon as a title to the 
land can be obtained; and the line of battle 
aod positions oceupied by the Army of Northern 
Virginia on the morning of Sept. 1 have been 
very definitely settled, although it will be impossi- 
ble to locate many of the brigades of this o— A 
large amount of information has been accumulated 
which will be used to prepare an interesting series 
of maps of the battle of Antietam.

THE POST EXOHANGE. 

THE Post Exchange system seems still to be on 
trial, and although it has many staunch adherents, 
there are, apparently, not a few who think that 
much remains to be done before the system ap- 
proaches anyway near to perfection. One corres- 
pondent who several years ago, was interested in 
the matter of the establishment of post canteens, 
and,during the‘past few years has had practical ex- 
perience of the workings of this garrison attrac- 
tion, writes us an interesting letter on the subject. 
While bestowing a certain amount of praise, he 
criticizes most severely the present arrange, 
ment in the matter of dividends. The post 
exchange buildings, says he, at many posts, are in 
@ most dilapidated condition; the Q. M. D. can't 
repair them, and the Oanteen Oouncil won't, be- 
cause company commanders and first sergeants are 
80 lively in their demands for dividends that the 
pressure cannot be resisted. Like Oliver Twist, 
the cry is still for more. The exchange system, he 
continues, was to be for the comfort and content- 
ment of the men, but instead of the original in- 
tention being carried out, the effort now is to en- 
courage inordinate drinking of beer, and thus 
swell the dividends. Leniency, it is alleged, is 
shown to offenders against discipline, if exchange 
visitors are good drinkers, so that the company 
funds may be swelled. This is the burden of our 
correspondent’s complaint, and he concludes by say- 
yng: ‘* Post Exchanges should be conducted so as to 
charge the same prices for goods as are current im- 
mediately outside the post until all necessary fix- 
tures and furniture, and desirable comforts, have 
been procured and the’place made inviting. Then 
reduee prices{so as to make just profit enough to 
pay the operating expenses. Then, while practicing 
all possible courtesy, insist on habits of decorum 
and cleanliness from all visitors.” 

Allowing {for some exaggeration, there may be 
enough in these allegations to suggest a closer in- 
spection of the workings of the present system in 
order to discuss and remedy existing evils before it 
is too late. We believe that the majority of these 
exchanges are conducted mainly for the comfort 
and advantage of the troops, and that the question 
of ‘‘ dividends ” is not made the all important one, 
But a little leaven leavens the whole lump, and it 
will certainly be easier to stop any injurious meth 
ods now than it will be later on. 








No formal decision has ever been rendered by the 
courts er other judicial officers of the Government 
on the question of the eligibility of a retired Army 
officer to a seat in Congress. A thorough discus- 
sion by the law officers of the War Department 
since attention was called to the case of Gen. 
Sickles has, however, resulted in the conclusion 
that he does hold office within the meaning of the 
Constitution, and is therefore ineligible. It is not 
denied that the House which passes judgment upon 
the eligibility of its own members may vote to seat 

him if elected, but it is believed that the Supreme 
Court would reverse this action on constitutional 
grounds. It has been argued that the decision of 
the House would be final, and that there would be 
no way of getting the case before the courts. In 
answer to this it may be said that it would be 4 
natural course for the accounting officers to refuse 
to allow him his pay as Oongressman on the ground 
that he is not eligible for the position. The courts 
would then be the only recourse for Gen. Sickles if 
he desired his pay, and in this way a final decision 
by the highest judicial tribunal could be obtained. 
The question of his right to retired pay as a major 
general would be in no way involved; it is simply 4 
question as to whether he can hold the position and 
draw the pay of a Congressman while a retired offi- 
cer ot the Army. 








WE regret that the press in giving to the genera] 
public a synopsis of the annual reports of depart- 
ment commanders do not at the same time give al 
outline of the sub-reports of their staff officers. 
These sub-reports are most practical doeuments, 
written by officers with a large experience in the 
line and in the staff, and contain many excellent 
and judicious suggestions of value to their imme 
diate commanders, to the governing military au 





thorities, and to the Army at large, 
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Frou the information we receive, we are dis- 
to believe that the Krag gun will never be 
put into the hands of our troops, and that we shall 
be spared'the mortification of going abroad to get a 
gun that none of the European powers, outside of 
Norway, favors, and which has not thus far 
thoroughly established itself in its own frozen coun- 
try. We have not the least doubt that American 
inventors will be able to furnish as good or a bet- 
ter gun. Only as the last resort of necessity should 
we adopt a foreign gun. In doing so the War De- 
partment will set iteelf clearly against the declared 
purpose of Congress to favor American inventions 
and American workshops to the utmost extent com- 
patible with good service. Perhaps the Board on 
Small Arms was justified in rejecting purely Ameri- 
can considerations in its search for the ideal, but 
the War Department will be held to a strict reckon- 
ing for any ignoring of American inventions, the 
necessity for which it is not able to make clear be- 
yond question. The latest invention in small arms 
of which we hear is that of Mr. M. H. Durst, whose 
gun has recently been tried at Springfield. It con- 
sists of a spring in the chamber which yields to the 
passage of the cartridge, but falls into the groove 
formed by the cannelure and holds the cartridge in 
place. It was found that the rimless cartridge 
fitted so tightly that they exploded about midway 
between the case and the bullet: With this new 
invention the chamber can be enlarged to give 
them play, and the explosion of the charges expands 
them just enough to close the chamber. One hun- 
dred and fifty rimless cartridges were fired in an 
ordinary rifle, and all burst in the way suggested. 
Next fifty were fired with the new gun, barring 
the spring, and not one of them was ruptured. 








THE transportation fund has been so reduced by 
the recent concentration of troops in Chicago and 
New York, in connection with the Columbian cele- 
brations as to preclude extensive changes in sta- 
tions of regiments during the present autumn or 
next spring. lt is estimated that $125,000 will be 
drawn from the transportation fund as the result 
of these two celebrations. There is some talk, 
however, of an exchange between the 8d and 4th 
regiments of Artillery during the present autumn. 
Gen. Schofield, it will be remembered, promised the 
4th Artillery a change during the present year, and 
as the transfer between the 3d and 4th would be 
the least expensive of any that could be made, this 
is the one that is generally looked for if any should 
for authorized. It is understood that this is one of 
the first subjects Gen. Schofield will take under ad- 
visement upon his return to Washington to-day. 








WE are glad to note that our remarks in the 
JouRNAL of Sept. 24 last on the subject of Sum- 
mary Oourts, and the hearing thereon of Oireular 
No. 18 of 1891, A. G. O., have borne fruit by the 
issue of General Orders No. 73, of Oct. 18, which 
reminds officers that ‘‘it is their duty to use all rea- 
sonable means to prevent the occurrence of de- 
linquencies rather than to punish them.” Depart- 
ment commanders are also to exercise a general su- 
pervision over this matter. 








Ws continue to receive reports of the opinions of 
the officers on duty with troops concerning the new 
blouse, and shall sum up the result another week. 
We publish this week two or three communications 
on the subject and have a number of others which 
we reserve for another week, when we shall be able 
to give more space to this discussion. 








From all sections of the country where the U. 8, 
forces of the Army and Navy took part in the Oo- 
lumbian celebrations come praises of their admira- 
ble conduct and appearance. 


THE new guard manual has received its finishing 
touches at the hands of the Board of Revision, con- 
sisting of Maj. Gilmore, A. A. G., Capt. Rogers, 7th 
Oav., and Lieut. French, 4th Art.,and now awaits 
the approval of the War Department before distri - 
bution to the Army. ‘The final changes are few and 
principally in minor details, The most important 
of them relates to salutes by sentinels. In the first 
draft the sentinel was required to stop and present 
arms. In the final revision he simply salutes with 
bis band and passes on, 








Harper's Weekly notes the fact that with the ex- 
ception of a few officials named “the dinner on the 
occasion of the Columbus celebration in New York” 
was chiefly interesting from the fact that those who 
staid away were so much more distinguished than 
those who attended. The lists of those present 
conveyed as muoh idea of the diners’ personal- 
ity to the average New Yorker as he would re- 
ceive from reading the signs on the shops along 
lower Broadway. The tough looking features of 
the gentlemen known as “ ward heelers”’ were con- 
spicuous in places of honor on both the New York 
and Brooklyn celebrations. We do not know who 
controlled the distribution of honors in the New 
York Committee of One Hundred, but certainly 
their ideas on the subject were somewhat grotesque. 
In Brooklyn the indignation of {naval officers has 
been aroused by the failure to extend to officers of the 
Italian men-of-war the courtesy of an invitation to 
the celebration. Commodore Erben is quoted as 
saying in a most decided manner recently: 
“* Whether intentional or not, the failure of those in 
charge of the affair to send invitations to the Nation’s 
guests is an insult, not only to them, but to this 
country and to the nation which they represent, and 
to the Navy whose guests they are also. Because 
Columbus was a sailor the blue jackets and the ma- 
rines of the ships in commission here were ordered 
by Secretary Tracy to parade at the celebra- 
tion. 1 may say, also, that no invitations were 
sent to me, to my aides, or to any officers of the 
yard, or to the commanders or officers of the ships, 
either directly or indirectly, as faras I am aware. 
I do not wish to say anything of ourselves. The 
neglect of the committee in this respect is discour- 
teous enough without their having given such a 
glaring exhibition of lack of common decency with 
regard to our Italian guests.”’ 





MAJOR-GENERAL Newson A. Mites, U.S. A,, has 
been the recipient of much praise for the handsome 
manner in which the great military parade at Chi- 
cago on Friday of last week, Oct. 21, was handled. 
The General and his staff have been busy men for 
some time past and the results achieved showed that 
they did their work well. A Chicago despatch says 
that Gen. Nelson A. Miles has published a letter in 
which he said that Gen. Fitzsimmons, commanding 
the State troops, disregarded his orders to place 
three regiments on the grounds along the line of 
march, but instead marched the three regiments to 
Washington Park, refused to take the position as- 
signed tothe troops of the State, crowded other 
troops out of their position, causing unnecessary 
delay and confusion, and delayed the entire proces- 
sion. Such action would imperil the safety of any 
army and disgrace a State, This action of an officer, 
together with the delay incident to crossing a dan- 
gerous and ill-constructed viaduct, was the only de- 
lay in the entire line of march. Gen. Fitzsimmons 
has retorted with an undignified and abusive letter. 








LIEUTENANT-COLONEL J. Forp KENT, 18th U. 8. 
Infantry, Acting Inspector-General, Department of 
Dakota, 1n a recent report to General Wesley Mer- 
ritt, expresses some dissatisfaction with the new 
drill regulations, and as he is himself an expert in 
such matters, his words deserve attention. He says, 
anong other things: ‘There is too much indivi- 
dualism in the new extended order system. * * * 
In short, the group system and its leadership, which 
is the outgrowth of very large companies in foreign 
armies, is being adopted in the United States (with 
its small company organizations) just as it is gradu- 
ally finding disfavor abroad, and numerous cita- 
tions, from the writings of experienced officers in 
foreign services, could be made to prove the fact. 
The new extended order drill is teo complicated to 
be easily acquired by the militia or the volunteers 
that may be called out in this country. With regard 
to the ceremony of dress parade, the sprinkling of 
borses in a foot regiment destroys its beauty, and, 
tv an onlooker, is somewhat ridiculous. The ob- 
lique movement of the adjutant, on his way to the 
frontand centre of the command, is ‘a very slight 
savingjof time at the expense of appearances.”’ 








Tue National Peace Conference, in session at In- 
dianapolis this week, discussed the Proper Attitude 
of Christians in the Military Displays on Public Ooc- 
casions. The general bearing of the discussion was 
that military drills, parades, artillery exercises, etc., 
in connection with Fourth of July, Decoration Day, 
and political campaign demonstrations tend to 
foster the war spirit, and that it is the duty of 
Christians to discourage such exhibitions. 





Tue San Antonio Exprers says: “An officer of 
experience believes that the cheok inspection at 
taps is nut only an annoyance and unnecessary duty 
imposed upon the non-commissioned officers of the 
company, but that it does not improve discipline, 
He very sensibly says that if the men are present at 
retreat and reveille, and their duties, it is not Deges. 
sary to tuck them up in,bed.” 





Aw Army officer who writes: “ Note me down in 
your memorandum as decidedly opposed to the 
change in the undress coat,’’ goes on to say: “ Last 
winter I served at a large post where there were 
five cavalry captains and only one cavalry lieuten- 
ant—a result of the late so-called ‘Army reform’ 
disease. A vote at posts will give a very small num- 
ber either way. I have worn a Hatfield blouse since 
its adoption, and I have never seen any one not in 
the Military Service wear one that could be mis- 
taken for one. It, with shoulder straps, cost me 
more than a full dress evening civilian suit made to 
order in New York. The recently adopted one m 
be much more expensive and not so durable. I¢ 
cannot be renovated or repaired by garrison tailors, 
and it is an exaggeration of the worst features of 
one similar to it tried once and finally rejected as 
not suitable to our Service. The matter of a slight 
change in the old blouse has been talked about con- 
siderably by cavalry officers, but with a view to 
supplant the dress coat, wholly unfit for mounted 
duty. The idea was to have one single cord with 
knots swung under the collar, like our overcoat, and 
slots on the side so the belt could be worn under- 
neath and discard the bullion sabre belt that oan- 
not withstand mounted service. I sincerely hope 
the JOURNAL will do all it can to help keep the Ser- 
vice on a practical footing. It has fallen into the 
hands of theorists so far removed in time and dis- 
tance from the Army proper they seem groping 
in the dark in their probably honest efforts to in- 
troduce beneficial changes. Very few of the line 
wanted any change in the undress coat, but no one 
will wear the dress coat if he can find an excuse to 
put it off, and all favor the use of the undress coat 
for all servioce.”’ 


Tue recent mutinous manifestations in some of 
the crack regiments of the British Army are excit- 
ing some alarm throughout that country, and as an 
outcome there will be a thorough investigation to 
see where and what the root of the troubleis. It is 
asserted, says a despateh, that many officers of the 
Life Guards are quite ignorant of their duties, 
rarely attend drills and are obliged to have subor- 
dinates near them on field days to tell them the 
word of command to give. Soldiers have even been 
known to execute movements without commands 
from their officers in order to save the credit of the 
troops. Yet the same officers when they inspect 
troup rooms and stables find the most stupid and 
most trivial faults and impose extreme punishment 
on the soldiers for their alleged omissions. 














Some interesting correspondence has recenuy 
passed between Lieut.-Col. E. E. Wood, the re- 
cently appointed Professor of modern languages, 
and the War Department. In order to make the 
promotions consequent upon his appointment, the 
War Department requested Prof. Wood to resign his 
line commission. This Prof. Wood has declined to 
do netwithstanding the repeated demands of the 
War Department. He says he will not resign his 
line commission until he is confirmed in his new 
position by the Senate. The Department now 
threatens to declare his line commission vacant 
and make the promotions anyhow. Nothing will be 
done, however, until the matter has been submitted 
to Secretary Elkins. 








Tux London United Service Gazette says: “ Fred 
Remington, the artist, seems to have experienced 
unkind treatment at the hands of the Russians. It is 
said that he and his travelling companion, Poul- 
teney Bigelow, were politely ‘ fired out’ of Moscovy 
recently. If it had occurred to him to pass himself 
off as the maker of the Remington typewriter, he 
might have been welcomed with open arms, for 
the Remington is now in general use throughout 
the Russian Empire in both official and commer- 
cial circles. Even the most inexorable official 
must have respected the man whom he supposed 
competent to construct a machine capable of fool- 
ing with the Russian language.” 

Tue Paymaster-General of the Army, in his an- 
nual report, urges “‘as some compensation for a 
reduced number of paymasters an increase in the 
number of paymasters’ clerks.” This is not un- 
reasonable in view of present conditions. If it were 
possible to divide payment work among the pay- 
masters equally, an increase of clerks might not be 
necessary. But as it is, we fanoy, some paymasters 
at central points have their hands full, while others 
more remote are comparatively idle. 





A BOARD will probably be convened in two or 
three months for the examination of officers apply- 
ing for transfer to the Ordnance Department, to fill 
ap existing vacancy in the grade of Ist lieutenant. 
Lieutenants of the line of{the Army who are under 
thirty years of age and have served at least two 
years as an officer in the line of the Army are eligi- 
ble for examination for this vacancy. Officers de- 
siring to appear before the board should apply by 





letter to the Adjutant-General of the Army. 
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Durie the hearing of the Iams’ case in Pitts- 
burg, Oot. 27, the question of jurisdiction was raised 
and the editorial in the Army AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Aug.6 was read to the Court.Qur readers will 
remember that we treated the conduct of Iams as 
mutiny, bringing to the guilty man responsibility 
for bis act, and to his commander an equally posi- 
tive responsibility for the preservation of discip- 
line. Nearly all of the prominent officers of the 2d 
Brigade and many leading lawyers of the Pittsburg 
Bar were present at the trial, which bids fair to be- 
come notable.

THE DEDICATION CEREMONIES AT CHICAGO. 


Oct. 21, 1892, the day designated for the formal 
dedication of the World’s Fair buildings at Chicago, 
Ill., proved a perfect autumn day, and the great 
city was crowded as it had never been before. 

In the absence of President Harrison, who was de- 
tained at the bedside of his sick wife, the Govern- 
ment of the United States was represented by the 
V'ee-President, Mr. Morton. 

Ia the orations »ttending the eeremonies, addresses 
were made by Vice President Morton, Chauncey 
Depew, Henry Watterson, Director-General Davis, 
Chief of Works Burnham and others. The ladies 
taking part in the dedicatory exercises were Har- 
riet Monroe, Mrs. Bertha H. Palmer, and Sarab 
Cowell Le Moyne. The great military parade was 
well handled and started promptly on time. 

Maj..Gen. Nelson A. Miles. U.S.A., preliminary to 
the parade, issued the following instructions: 

All the cavairy, with the exception of two troops to be 
designated by Brig.-Gen. E. A. Carr, U.S. Army, all the 
mounted batteries except Light Bat. F, 4th Art., and the 
company of Toledo Cadets on bicycles under command of 
Col. James F, Wade, 5tb Cav., will move from Jackson Park 
on Oct. 21 e0 as to reach the Auditorium building not later 
than 8.30 a. mu. 

Mounted escorts will on arrival immediately re port to the 
Adjurtants-General of their respective States at the Audi- 
torium. A salute will be fired on the Lake Front Park by 
one of the batteries of the escort. They will escort the dis- 
tinguished guests and officials to 29th street, where the Vice 
President will be received, and from that point the column 
will march to Washiogton Park by the following route; 
Michigan avenue, 35tb street and Grand Boulevard, form- 
ing line on the west side of Washington Park, facing east, 
where the earrixges containing the guests will form in lines 
in front of the m unted troops. 

Light Bat. F, 4th Art. (Rodney’s), will take position at the 
* Mere” io Washington Park, and on the arrival! of the head 
of the column at the “ South Open Green ” wil! fire the Vice 
President's salute. After firing this salute the battery will 
proceed by the most practical route toa point on the lake 
shore near the north inlet in the Exoosition grounds, and 
will firea national salute, commencing as the Vice Presi- 
dent's carriage enters Juckson Park. 

On the morning of Oct. 21, the 15th U. S. Infantry, the 
battalion of the 8d U. 8. Infantry and the battalion of the 
19th U. 8. Infantry will take position in the above order in 
the Manufactures Building at the peints designated. 

The Ist, 2d »nd 8d Regts., Ill. N. G., will take positions in 
the Worla’s Fair grounds in the above order at the points 
designated. 

Two regiments from Ohio and one regiment from Iowa, 
to be designated by their respective commanders will take 
position in the above order in the “ Midway Plaisance” at 
the points designated. These six regiments will present 
arms to the Vice President as the column passes. 
The remainder of the U. 8S. and State troops will be form- 
ed on the east side of Washington Park facing West in three 
lines, as follows: Beginning on the right of each line, the in- 
fantry being formed in line of masses, each sub-division oc- 
cupying a front of 20 files in aouble rank, or as nearly so as 
the size of the organizations will germit. 
. First line—Two battis. of U. 8. Inf. and the battl. of ma- 
rines; two regiments of Ohio troops; four regiments 
of Indiana troops. Second line—three regiments of Illi- 
nois troops; 1 regt. of Missouri troops; 1 regt. of Michigan 
troops. Third line—l1 regt. of lowa troops; 2 regts. of Wis- 
consin troops: 1 reget. of Minnesota troops. 
When th’te Vice-President has yenened his position in the 
“South Open Green,” the troops will change direction by the 
left flank and in review intbesame order and forma- 
tion as above, leaving the “South Opea Green” at the mid- 
dle of its south end, thence up Palmer ave. and the boule. 
vard through the middle of the **Midway Plaisance” to the 
World's Fair grounaos, thence past the Horticultural and 
Mines building, entering the Manufacturesand Liberal Arts 
building from its south central entrance. 
The cavalry and artillery will leave the column at a point 
to be designated and proceed to their positions in the Expo- 
sition grounds, Instructions will be issued hereafter to the 
infantry troops not forming part of the procession. 
In passing Over viaducts or other defiles, where it may be 
necessary, the fronts of the sub-divisions will be reduced by 
breaking foursto the rear. The line wi!l be completed in 
the usual manner after passing the obstacle.

Assoon as the last of the 
troops bad passed the Vice President’s carriage fol- 
lowed and the procession resumed its journey tothe 
fair grounds. All the troops made an excellent ap- 
pearance. Of the troops of the Liles. N. G. only two 
regiments of the Ist Brigade werein the same uni- 
form. The lst Regt. wasin heavy marching order, 
wearing their fatigue blouses and forage caps. The 
2d wore their overcoats, and the 3d paraded the 
same asthe Ist. The lst Regt. turned out in the: 
most complete body with its hospital corps, bicycle 
company and Gatling gun detachment. The bicyeo- 
lers deserve great credit for the manner in which 
they kept in line going at a slow pace. 

The Minnesota troops were accorded the honors 
of the day, and were justly first, bothio their sol- 
dier-like appearance, their marching and the gen- 
eral get up of the three regiments. 

The Wisconsin brigade looked eminently &tted for 
work, being in heavy marching order with cam- 
paigno bats. 

The procession proceeded to Washington Park 
where it was formed in parallel lines on the west 
side of the parade grounds of the park, the 
mounted troops acting as escorts to the Governors of 
States and Territories, and accompanied them from 
the Auditorium to Washington Park, took their po- 
sition in rear of the staff of the Governor whom 
they escorted, and when the line of march was 
taken up proceeded in their proper positions. 

The National ana State troops were formed in the 
meantime by brigades in line of masses on the east 
side of the field at Washington Park. As the Pres- 
ident approached the grounds, the President’s sa- 
lute was fired, and on taking his position opposite 
the centre of the line the commands changed direc- 
tion by the left flank, forming columns, and passed 
in review in the usual order, except that the dis- 
tance in column was that in mass. he “ present ”’ 
by the command und the ride around the line was 
dispensed with, owing to the limited time, The 
troops, after*passing the review then became the es- 
cort of honor forthe entire procession, and con- 
tinued the march to the Expositionv grounds, thence 
to the Manufacturers and Liberal Arts Building, 
where the troops took positions assigned to them. 
As the President’s carriage passed through the Ex- 
position grounds, the battery onthe Lake Front 
fired the National salute. 

The military parade along Midway Plaisance wasa 
fine sight. At 10.25 Vice-President Morton and 
other guests arrived at the parade grounds, and 
every available inch of ground was taken up by 
spectators. i 

At the end of the military parade, were the 
dignitaries; hundreds of carriages being here and 
there interspersed with soldiers. 

Governor McKinley, of Obio, with staff, was escort- 
ed by the handsome troop of Onio Cavairy, known as 
the Cleveland Greys. Gov. Francis, of Missouri, 
was accompanied by his staff. Gov. Bulkley, of 
Connecticut, with staff, was escorted by the Gov- 
erner’s Guards. Gov. Kussell, of Massachusetts, 
was accompanied by his staff. In carriages came 
the Governors of Maryland, Louisiana, Illinois, 
North Carolina, and Rhode feland. Gov. Fiower, 
with staff, was escorted by Troop A, of New York. 
The Gubernatorial part of the parade was inter- 
rupted by half a hundred carriages, four or five 
abreast, each one being eager to get to the exposi- 
tion grounds before the other. he dust had be- 
come so dense that it was very difficult to recognize 
anybody across the roadway. Fore‘gn diplomats 
in conventional black and gaudy colors, oriental 
dignitaries and Chicago Aldermen, members of the 
Cabinet, and of the U.S. Supreme Court, Congress- 
men, and Senators, World’s Fair directors and some 
people nobody kaew, went by as best they could. 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Maine, Michigan, Florida, South Dakota, Utab, 
New Jersey, Arizona, New Mexico came in the or- 
der named. 

Gov. Boies, of Lowa, preceded by the celebrated 
fowa State Band and followed by a detachment of 
State troops, and Gov. Peck, of Wisconsin, escorted 
by the famous Milwaukee Light Horse Squadron, 
the prize winners in the hard fought international 
encampment of 1885. California, Kansas, West Vir- 
ginia, Nebraska, Colorado, Montana, and North Da- 
kota completed the Gubernatorial pageant.

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“THE STATE TROOPS. 


MILITARY PARADE IN BROOKLYN. 


THE showing made by the Regular and National 
Guard forces in the Columbus celebration in Brook 
lyn, N. Y.. on Oct. 21, was highly creditable, and 
taken as a whole, was much better than that of the 
same troops at the parade in New York a week 
previous. This was mainly due to the formation be- 
ing mm fronts of 12 files instead of 16. asin the New 
York pane. There was an absence of crowding, 
and the intervals and fronts were, as a rule, well 
kept. The poiut of review ws situated ina circle 
and unmarked by the usual flags; in consequence 
many Officers passed the reviewing officer in entire 
ignorance of bis location, and withoutsaluting. Oo 
arriving within a few yards of the grand stand, sit- 
uated on the right, nearly every command at this 
point made a change of direction to the left instead 
of marching beyond the reviewing officer before 
making an oblique or turn, which they could just 
as well have done. 

Mayor Boody took the honor ofa review, ex- 
President Cleveland and others being with him. As 
almost invariably with parades in the City of 
Cburches, the head of toe column was about an 
hour Jate in reaching the main point, where it ar- 
rived at 12.40. After Grand Marshal Maj.-Gen. I. 8. 
Cathn, U. S. A., with numerous staff and aides 
passed, together with some of Brooklyn’s police 
force, came a brigade of the U.S. Army, in com- 
mand of Col. Loomis L. Langdon, lst U.S Art.. or- 
ganized from different batteries in New York Har- 


bor. 

Lieut.-Col. A. C. Wildrick, Ist Art., was in com- 
mand of the regiment of artillery, which paraded as 
infantry in two battalions, the first being in com- 
mand of Major W. L. Haskin, lst Art., and the seo- 
ond in command of Major J. Egan, lst Art. Oapt. 
J.W. Dillenback, lst Art., was in command of Light 
Bat. K with four pieces. The troops looked exceed- 
ingly well, brasses and uniforms in fine condition, 
and intervals well kept, particularly in the first 
company, first battalion. Some of the line officers 
saluted and some did not. Next came the naval! bri- 
gade, Comdr. Horace Eimer, comdg.; Lieut. J. A. 
Bell, brigade adjutant; Ensign H. A. Field, aides 
Naval Cadet Irving Blount, aide; Asst. Paymr.G. W. 
Simpson, quartermaster; Asst. Surg. N. J. Black- 
wood, surgeon; Asst. Paymr. T. H. Hicks, commis- 
sary ; Naval Cadet R. J. Hartung, signal officer. 

First came &8 company of marines in command of 
Lieut. P. St. C. Murphy. These were followed by 
three battalions of bluejackets, commanded as fol- 
iows: lst Battalion, Lieut. John Garvin; 2d Battal- 
ion, Lieut. A. C. Dillingham; 8d Battalion, Lieut. 
John Briggs. Both the marines and bluejackets 
made an excellent appearance. All the lar 
forces were enthusiastically recéived, as in fact, was 
every organization in line. 

The National Guard troops passed as follows: 
Brig.-Gen. James McLeer, 2d Brigade, and seven of 
staff well mounted, making a good appearance and 
salute. Brigade Signal Corps, Capt. F. T. Leigh, 
passed in good shape. The 8th Regt.. Col. Scott, and 
four of staff were the recipients of well merited ap- 
plause for its fine appearance. It paraded 10 com- 
panies of 12 front in two battalions. While all com- 
panies made excellent appearance, the 4th and 5th 
com panies of the lst Battl. are deserving of!special 
note. The new band also showed to great advan- 
tage. The generalappearance of the regiment was 
not excelled by any in the parade. The 13th, Col. 
Austen and five of staff with timely salute, paraded 
witb 20 companies of 12 front in three battalions. 
The first two consisted of six companies in distinc- 
tive grey uniform, and last battalion of seven com- 
panies in State service uniform. The first and sec- 
ond battalions looked in every way superior to the 
third, and thesooner the men of the latter provide 
themselves with the new dress the better. Each bat- 
talion made a good showing.

The 47th Reet., 
in command of Col. Eddy with four of staff, parad- 
ing in two battalions, six companies io first and 
five in second, each of 12 front, instead of fol- 
lowing in the trace of its Denes ape wisely got 
outof therutand marched straight past the re- 
viewing point vefore breaking to the left. The regi- 
ment made an excellent appearance, the first baft- 
talion especially. The 17th sep. Co. of Flushing left 
the latter place at an early hourin the morning, at 
which time there was a slight rain. Overcoats were 
consequently worn. The semen. as partof the 
second battalion of the 47th, went by in good shupe, 
The 8d Batt., Capt. H. 8. Rasquin, well mounted, 
passed in first class shape. Salutes were fired by the 
battery before and after the parade. 

The Aidermanic Columbian Committee of Brook- 
lyn neglected to extend an invitation to the officers 
of the Italian man-of-war Giovanni Bausan to at- 
tend the civic and military celebration, the vessel 
at the time beingin thedry dock of the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard. Neither Commo. Erben or other offi- 
cers of the yard received any invitation to attend. 

Many of those occupying seats on the grand stand 
were a decidedly interior looking class of citizens 
and hardly lent the proper dignity to the place. As 
the aldermen bad the issuing of the coveted tickets, 
however, the fact is accounted for.
